Seed Cleaning Plan 


‘Explained At Free 


‘Show And Lecture

with one-third of the cost of con- 
struction being borne by farmers, 
one-third by the provincial depart- 


|ment of agriculture and one-third 
institution whose doors are never | by the municipal district concerned. 


The farmers’ share of the cost would 
be raised by the selling of shares, 
and the board of management 
would consist of two representatives 
from the municipality and four 
An operator would be 
hired by the board of management 
who would be given a course of 
instruction by the provincial gov- 
ernment. He also stated that the 
cleaning plant would serve a given 
area and that boundaries would be 
established for this purpose, 

Mr. Parkinson said that seed 
cleaned at established seed clean- 
ing plants could be sold as regis- 
tered seed as it would be checked 
by government inspectors, Elevators 


| with cleaning equipment were only 


cleaning for dockage. 

Treating of grain with mercuric 
dust could also be done during the 
cleaning operation. 

Mr. Parkinson said cleaning and 
treating of grain at seed cleaning 
plants took considerably longer 
than at elevators. To avoid a last- 
minute rush grain would have to 
be brought in for cleaning in Janu- 
ary and the plant would operate on 
a 24-hour basis to insure seed grain 
deliveries for spring seeding.

KILLING EARTHWORMS 
IN GARDENS 


I have had numerous inquiries 
from gardeners asking why it is that 
their gardens in past years have not 
done well. They say that in spite 
of using commercial fertilizer or 
barnyard manure , the garden just 
Won't. produce. If this is your 
trouble, it is quite likely that the 
earthworm population has become 
too numerous and that you will be 
Well advised to take the necessary 
Steps to reduce this population. 
While it is quite true that earth. 
worms are beneficial to a certain 
point, it is equally true that they 
can become too numerous for the | 
good of the ground, with the re. | 
sults that the ground will become | 
caked and hard when dry and very | 
Sticky and “gooey” when wet. 

Following is a recipe that I used 
last year on my own garden with 
very excellent results: 

Copper Sulphate (bluestone), 3 
ounces dissolved in 50 gallons of 
water, applied to an area of 1,000 
square feet. Follow with twice this 
amount of water to wash the ma. 
terial down. This should not be 
done when hot and dry. A good | 
time to do it is late in the eve. | 
ning. 

Bluestone dissolves rather slowly 
in water so be sure it is well 
mixed. This material is poisonous | 
so reasonable care should be exer. | 
cised while handling it. It is best | 
to do this before the garden is 
planted, in fact do it before plow- 
ing the garden.

Cereal Cover Crops 


Seeding oats as a cover crop has 
become an accepted practice in the 
foothill areas of Southern Alberta. 
The original aim of seeding a cover 
crop late in July was to prevent 
soil drifting and erosion on fallow 
flelds. Then it was found that the 
cover crop made excellent pasture 
for finishing feeder cattle. With the 
development and use of blade type 
cultivators adequate trash covers in 
many cases are giving protection 
to summerfallow fields with the re- 
sult that cover crop is now seeded 
primarily as a pasture for feeder 
cattle, 

Generally cover crops have pro- 
| duced good pasture and soil cover 
and in the areas where the annual 
precipitation is favorable, cover 
crops have not materially reduced 
the yield of grain grown the follow 
ing year,

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Notes From the D.A. |

Municipal Seed Cleaning Plants 
are doing a splendid job again this 
year. Farmers in the districts 
served by these plants are recog: 
nizing the value of the clean seed 
made available by them, and are 
patronizing them to a greater ex- 
tent even than last year. 

F. F. Parkinson, supervisor of 
special projects, Alberta department 
of agriculture, reports that one of 
these plants has been operating on 
a 24-hour schedule since Novem- 
ber. The others have all been on 
16 to 20-hour schedules. The out- 
put of the four plants operating |! 
last season was well over 700,000 
bushels of clean seed an 
amount that will be exceeded this 
season by a wide margin. 

The new plant at Marwayne be. 
gan regular operations in January, 
and by the end of January had 
cleaned well over 50,000 bushels. 
This building is smaller than the 
others, but is equipped with the 
same type of high capacity clean- 
ing machinery as that used in the 
Morinville plant, which cleaned 
261,000 bushels last season. All ' 
plants are equipped with modern 
seed treating equipment for treat- 
ing seed for seed-borne diseases. 
The Marwayne plant is also equip- 
ped to treat for wireworm protec- 
tion. |
